the sort had happened. The story is quite 
generally believed here, although nobody 
has any positive information on the sub- 
ject.

None of.ihe 


limbs were missing, but rather it seems 
that the perishing men went to the bodies 
when hunger became unbearable unds-up- 
plled themselves as best they could.
